Maryland Pushes 
Cancer Detection 


Through the years many techniques have 


been developed by medical science to aid in its 
quest for a cure for cancer. Its ingenuity and 
resources have been employed in many different 
combinations to aid in overcoming the challenge 
of the disease. Progress has been made, but 
major breakthroughs are yet to come. 
A novel cancer-detcction-by-mail technique 
has been developed here in Maryland to aid 
in early detection of cancer of the cervix, one 
of the major killers of women in the over-30 age 
groups. Success of the plan, which involves 
home collection of cells to be mailed to Johns 
Hopkins laboratories, lies in making available a 
simple, inexpensive and nearly foolproof method 
of testing. 
In its early stages cancer of the cervix is 
almost IOO per cent curable, but by the time the 
disease is apparent, the recovery rate has drop­ 
ped to about 50 per cent. In its initial tests of the 
mail technique, Maryland found an unusually 
high percentage of women contacted < 85 per 
cent) returned test samples for analysis. 
Horizons opened up by this technique are 
not limited to certain forms of cancer. The big­ 
gest problem encountered by the medical men 
conducting the Maryland test was putting to­ 
gether an accurate list of women in the 30-45 age 
group. Even the ingenuity of medical science 
hasn't found a way of getting a woman to tell 


her age.

In addition, it 
was Mann who settled the I ’ S.-Mexican El Paso bord­ 
er disnute that had been hanging fire for a century.

Mann is that he mas instrum ental in helping to rid

“ It s like watching bodies drift­ 
ing through a mist. We can see

Motion was understand­ 
ably flustered 
A little checking, however, re­ 
lieved him of his embarrassm ent 


and placed the Soviet Union in 
an even more embarrassing pre­ 
dicament. It seems that the map 
in question had been made by an 
F’ast G ermany company in 1959, 
before the Indian-Chinese dispute 
The East German company had 
attempted to anticipate the de­ 
sires of its Soviet m asters and 
had drawn the map to accord to 
Chinese rather than Indian claims. 
Subsequent to this event, the 
Soviet 
Union 
gradually 
moved 
away 
from 
its 
friendship 
with 
Red China. The result is that the 
East German maps are no longer 
considered reliable, they’ve lost a 
good deal of business and have 
even failed lo be compensated by 
the good will of Moscow 


desperate effort to damp down 
the Sino-Soviet dispute. Wladys- 
law Gomulka sent personal emis­ 
saries for this purpose, to Mos­ 
cow, to Peking, to Belgrade, and 
to Rome and Paris for meetings

.Judging by the ever-mounting 
venom and hysteria of the Pek­ 
ing attacks on Nikita S. Khrush­ 
chev. the Gomulka effort has got 
nowhere, at least as yet.

munists, enjoy and benefit from 
the freedom of action conferred 
on them by the Moscow-Peking

Hence it seems likely that 
Gomulka was trying to prevent 
something worse 
than

Again, the area being reinforc­ 
ed by the Soviets is decidedly 
suggestive. For a sustained bor­ 
der conflict in Sinkiang, so re­ 
mote 
from 
the center 
and 
so 
hard to supply, would certainly 
impose a maximum strain on the 
crazy Chinese Communist econ­ 
omic-military 
machine, 
even 
if 
the border conflict were carefully 
limited. If Moscow wants to test 
the 
possibilities 
of 
causing 
an 
economic-military 
collapse 
in 
Communist China, the Sinkiang 
border is a 
good place for a 
modest experiment of this sort. 
The grout majority of analysts 
until very recently pooh-poohed 
the 
smallest 
suggestion 
t h a t 
really bad trouble might be ap­ 
proaching on the Sino-Soviet bor­ 
der. Very likely, this conserva­ 
tive view of the matter is still 
the correct one 
But is has to 
be noted that border trouble has 
lately begun to be regarded as
